MOMENTS WE'LL REMEMBER 

On August 29, 1952, a tribe of fifty-nine little Indians started out on the war path 
in search of graduation. 

To become a member of this tribe, one must go through many hardships and ceremonial 
difficulties which we overcame at Freshman Initiation. 

At one of our ceremonies we chose the leaders of the tribe. Shirley Weldy - Big Chief; 
Gilbert Stump - Chief Warrior; Marcia Maurer - Chief Squaw and Interpreter; Sandra 
Henschen and Lewis Weaver were our Braves. Our tribal chief was Mr. Victor Stine. 

Since we were very brave during our hardships, we camped along the shores of Lake 
Waubee for three days and called the site "Camp Mack. " 

In 1953, we started out on the war path again, but three of the braves weren't brave 
enough to help us w in our second battle. We decided to keep last years' tribal leaders, 
but changed the tribal chief to Mr. Williams. 

On September 10, we galloped on our 56 spirited horses to the Indiana State Fair. 

In the finals of the County Tourney, the Wakarusa Indians grabbed their tomahawks and 
bows and arrows and went to'battle against Jefferson. Since the victory was ours, we cele- 
brated the event by burning three tepees. 

On our next adventure, we donned our head bands and moccasins in order to work and 
to build our funds for our big journey next year. We sold magazine subscriptions in Sep- 
tember and presented our Junior Class Play, "No More Homework, " on April 1 and 2. 
Most of the tribe members received class rings so others would know to which tribe they 
belonged. 

To learn more about our State Legislature, the Junior and Senior Tribes went to the 
State House in Indianapolis on March 3. 



MOMENTS WE'LL REMEMBER 



This year we changed the main leaders of our tribe. Shirley Weldy - Big Chief; Le.\is 
Weaver - Chief Warrior; Marcia Maurer - Interpreter; Sharon Gongwer - Chief Squaw; 
Martha Kulp and Dean Gongwer were our Braves. Our tribal chief was Miss Gullion. 

In the fall of 1955, 47 Indians took to the warpath for the last time. Dale Sloat was 
the Big Chief; Sharon Gongwer, Chief Warrior; Shirley Weldy, Interpreter; Janet Stump, 
Chief Squaw; Sandra Henschenand Dean Gongwer vsere the Braves. Our tribal chief was 
Miss Gullion. 

We stopped long enough at the new Wakarusa Gymnasium to give our Senior Class 
Play, "Tattletale, " on October 14. Also we sold concessions at the home ballgames. 
We took two educational tours this year. In March, the Junior and Senior Tribes visited 
the Museum of Science and Industry in Chicago. We also went to court at Goshen. 

May 14, was the time for our big journey, so we Indians boarded a train headed for 
Washington, D.C. and New York City. After a very enjoyable week, we returned home 
to Wakarusa. 

Finally, after four long years on the warpath, the big events of Baccalaureate and 
Commencement loomed before our eyes 

On our next warpath, we shall not be banded together as one tribe of Indians; instead, 
each will have his own battles to fight.
